Newham Council, in east 
London, issued writs against the 
company imn 1970 alleging 
nelgigence and breach of con- 
tract over the partial collapse of 
Ronan Point, Ten years later, 
Mîr Justice O'Connor ruled that 
damages were payable for 
breach of contract, but not for 


negligence. 

A recent High Court ruling by 
Judge Holroyd Pearce, means 
that the company will have 1o 

yy more than £2m as a result 
of the collapse. This includes 
£1.8m for the cost of strengthen- 
ing work to blocks of similar 
design in the borough; £289,000 
as the cost of rebuilding Ronan 
Point: and £293.000 for foss of 


renL. 

Part of Ronan Point, a 22- 
storey tower block containing 
110 flats, collapsed in 1969 in a 
gas, explosion which killed five 
people. 

Taylor Woodrow said: “We 
shall be discussing the judgment 
with our legal advisers shortly. 
with a view to considering an 
appeal.” 

The Association of Metro- 
politan Authorites estimates 
that at least 7,951 flats were 
built using the Ronan Point 
building system. Thirty-six 
towers of similar construction 
were built on 10 estales in 
London. There could be as 


many as 100 around the 
country, although many of them 
have only half the number of 


storeys. 

Newham is considering 
futher legal action against the 
builder over faults which have 
only recently come 10 light. 

Ronan Point has been evacu- 
ated for the second time. to 
allow a full structural survey 
and for fire tests to be carried 
Out.

When Van Morrison walks on stage at 
the Dominion Theatre in London this 
Thursday. at the start of a two-week 
season. he will probably be wearing his 
customary ill-fitting suit. His stage set 
wil not feature the computer-con- 
trolled lighiing or giant video screens 
favoured by most pop superslars and — 
if last year's performances at the same 
venue are anything to go by — he may 
spend much of the show at a piano 
which is placed behind the horn 
section in such a way as to render both 
It and him invisible to the audience. 

Pop's current obsession with visual 
artifiece clearly does not :suit Mr 
Morrison and at 38 he feels “Oo 
inclination 10 join thošë’..of his 
vontemporariecs who do their ‘best to 
Keep up with the times. Whereas Mick 
Jagger Jogs miles a day to maintain the 
physiquc of an ariorexic lady gymnast, 
Morrison remains unashamedly short 
and stout. Whereas David Bowie 
sporls an impeccable suntan and a 
blonde bubble haircut Morrison’s 
looks remain true 10 their Belfast 
origins; he has bright blue eyes, a surly 
expression and his sandy red hair is 
greying at the temples — such of it, that 
1%. as has not long since bid a fond 
farewell to his scalp. 

He would say that such matters of 
appearance were utterly irrelevant. 
And when he sings, in a voice that can 
be harsh, but which is also capable of 
expressing a greater range of emotion 
more beautifully than that of any other 
white rock singer, it is clear thal he is 
absolutely right. In the 18 years since 
he keft the rhythm'n’blues group Them 
to launch a solo career he has pursued 
his own vision of Irish romanticism 
through jazz, blues, gospel! and soul 
music on almost 20 LPs which 
constlute onc of ihe finest bodics of 
«ork in contemporary music. En route 
he has influenced two generations of 
musicians, from Bruce Springsteen and

The British chain store Marks 
and Spencer has concluded an 
agreement which could see a 
wide range range of its producîs 
being introduced to stores 
throuhgout the United States. 

Mr Roy Bannister, senior 
manager in the Mi and S export 
group. said that the first year of 
operauon of the agreement with 
„Associated Dry Goods — whch 
had rota! sales last year of $3.7 
ihillion — is being regarded as a 
trial period, but that orders 
have already bcen placed, 

“Associated Dry Goods owns 
Lord and Taylor. onc of the 
leadıng deparıment stores in 
Ncw’ York, and has 12 associate 
companies ın its dcepartmenlal 
and speciality stores division," 
he said. 

Buyers from various Ameri 
can stores are being offered the 
chance to stock the products 
now sold under the St Michael 
1iabel in more than 2Ö0 Britısh 
stores - 90 per cent of which 
are supplied by 700 British 
companies. 

Mr Bannister said: "They ire 
buying knitucar and are looking 
hard at our new range ol 
toıletrics ind cosmetics, and 
traditional undemeur."

The competitiveness Of stur= 
ling against the dallar has heen

M and S has been holding 
one Of ils {wice-yearly selling 
fairs in London in the past few 
weeks when 135 buyers from 
abroad have paid their own 
expenses 10o vVisil its special 
displays at the M and S head 
office in London. The fair ends 
this week and orders so far 
indicate 1hat purchasers are 18 
per cent up on last year. 

It is undoubtedly one of 
Britain's more exiraordinary 
exporicrs. The packets of 
pearuis sold lo Norway last 
year would. if piled up, be two 
and a half times as high as 
Mount Everest. 

And while European textiles 
and clothing firms have been 
complaining about Third World 
competition, Marks and Spen- 
cer has one of ils stron 
markets in the Far East. “We 
sold 1,500 dozen Essex-made 
shirts in Hongkong last year. ali 
with the siceves slightly short- 
er,” said Mr Bannister. 

The company’s Far East 
selling operation is based in 
Hongkong. where it sells 
through more than half a dozen 
stores owned by the Dodweli 
Group, but it is ahead of other 
exporters by selling strongly 10 a 
Japanese chain store, Daiei. 

“We have exported many

John Brown’s body back from brink 
thanks to new chairman’s surgery 


“When Sir John arrived, he 
confided that John Brown was 
“an industrial shambles". The 
mad dash to expand in the LIS 
had left ihe group with rising 
dollar debıs as the exchange 
rates moved the wrong way and 
diversificalions into unrelated 
businesses had diluted manage- 
ment effort. 


He was also faced with a 
claim for £360.000 compen- 
sation for loss of office from Sir

The banks were also upset 
thal their pleas for the appoint- 
ment of a financial director had 
been ignored and this became a 
priority for the new regime. Mr 
Richard Wakeling, the 36-year- 
old group treasurer at BOC 
Group. was duly appointed. 


Then followed an intensive 
sIudy’ of the business which led 
10 the acceptance of the 
corporate plan by the banks 
early this year and a gentle 
increase in the valuc of John 
Brown shares from 1thcir low 
point of l4p to 24p today. 


In the present year, every part 
of the business is trading at a 
profit before interest charges 
and the prospects of return to 
profs a1 the pretax level before 
the 1985/1986 forecast are 
promising, 


The new-found relations 
between the banks and the 
company are also a textbook 
example of how industry and 
the City can work together if 
banks trust the managèment of 
a company. 


Sir John said: “There is much 
grealer respect for people who 
tell the trıfth, even if it is bad, 
than there ever is for people 
who dither, or are optimistic 
too early”. 


The success, or otherwise, of .

Bernard Gallacher might be 
awarded the freedom of Jersey by 
the time his career is over.
